FIRST DAY—MORNING SESSION 

DeFuniak Springs, Fla., December 9, 1936 

The Thirty-First Annual Session of the West Florida Conference 
of the African Methodist Episcopal Church convened in St. Joesph 
A. M. E. Church, Wednesday morning at nine o’clock with Rt. Rev. R. 
A. Grant, D. D., L. L. D., presiding Bishop. He led in reading the 
Scripture Sentences and lined hymn No. 295, “And are we yet alive?” 
Prayer by Rev. N. H. Leath, P. E. Apalachicola district. Song by 
the choir. Scripture lesson, 57 Psalm read by Rev. R. W. Whitehurst, 
P. E.Pensacola district. Decalogue, Rev. J. M. Wise, P. E. Marianna 
district. An offering was taken as the choir sang softly. It was conse¬ 
crated by the Bishop. Rev. J. W. Walker, P. E. Panama City district, 
lined hymn No. 223, “Amazing grace how sweet the sound,”. The 
Bishop presented Rev. J. R. Davis to preach the Annual Sermon. He 
selected his text from Heb. 6:9, For which hope we have as ann anchor 
of the Soul, etc. At the conclusion of the sermon Revs. N. Z. Gra¬ 
ham and S. H. Headings led in singing as the whole Conference join¬ 
ed in hand shaking. The presiding elders of the Conference and Dr. 
G. E. Curry, assisted the Bishop in consecrating and administering the 
Lord’s Supper. Song by the choir. Collection was taken which 
amounted to $72.40.

Bar 
of Conference fifth seat in front of altar including each wing of 
the Church. Hours of meeting 9:00 a. m. to 1:00 p. m. reconvene at 
3:00 and adjourn at will. By motion Revs. J. M. Wise, R. W. Whitehurst, 
N. H. Leath, J. W. Walker, J. S. Johnson and N. Z. Graham were elected 
the finance Committee of the Conference.

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FIRST DAY — AFTERNOON SESSION 
Conference reassembled at two o'clock, Bishop Grant lined hymn 
No. 370, “My Soul Be On Thy Guard,” Postoral reports were read from 
the Pensacola, Marianna, Apalachicola and Panama City districts. 
Timely remarks were made by Revs. A. J. Pope, P. E, Prattville district, 
J. C. Carter, and S. M. Davis of Alabama, Much praise was given to 
Bishop Grant for his masterly leadership while he presided in Alabama. 
Remarks by Dr. Wise. The Bishop said many things that were help¬ 
ful and inspiring to all.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE 

To the Bishop and Members of the West Florida Conference Greetings: 

I beg to offer the following as my Report on Temperance: 

At no time in the history of the temperance movement in Ameri¬ 
ca has there been a greater need for intensive Christian Temperance 
education than there is just now. The present situation in which 
drinking habits are being formed among vast numbers of many social 
groups and in which the liquor interests are rapidly approaching a posi¬ 
tion of dominance in the business, social and political life of the nation, 
constitutes a major challenge to the Christian Church. 

The application of the Gospel to the solution of the problem of 
alcoholism is just as essential and just as important as is the app ica 
tion of that Gospel to the solution of any other great social problem. 
The development of individual Christian character and the creation o 
a Christian social order are primary essentials of our present ay 
Christianity. The preaching of the Gospel is nothing more nor less 
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than the emphatic setting forth of the teachings of Jesus with regard 
to personal righteousness and social salvation, and the great business ot 
the Church is the application of those teachings in relation to the life 
of the individual, the community and the nation as they relate to all 
human affairs. 

African Methodism stands committed to a program of Total Absti¬ 
nence for the individual and the extermination of the beverage alcohol 
traffic for the state. We must find ways and means of promoting 
sobriety and public morality on a scale commensurate with the de¬ 
mands, and by processes that are in harmony with the ideals, of a 
Christian social order. 

The world staggers under the a great burden of drink. It has 
destroyed and still destroys more human lives than war, pestilence, or 
famine. If science knows anything, it knows that alcohol is a deadlj 
poison to the human system. Civilized society must eventually put 
traffic in and use of liquor, opium, and other narcotics in the same 
eatagory and recognize the obligation of the government to protect 
society against their ravages. And to this end the Church must speak. 

One of the cardinal virtues of our religious experience is Temper¬ 
ance. It is not limited to strong drink only, for it is possible for one 
to be intemperate in his thoughts, his imaginations, in his desires to 
satisfy the cravings of his appetites and passions. He may be in¬ 
temperate in his conversation, and in his choice of literature, and 
against all these must the Church speak. 

We now proclaim to our country and to the world the intent of 
the African Methodist Episcopal Church to continue a relentless fi&ht 
against the beverage liquor trade. To fight until the demon of strong 
drink has been robbed of his power to corrupt society and to debauch 
humanity. Fight until the kingdoms of this world become the king¬ 
doms of our Lord and His Christ.
